According to Kraus, the tip on 
Cook’s whereabouts came from 
Xavier Zongales, a Mexican mo- 
torist who recognized Cook's 
picture in a Tijuana newspaper 
as the man he had talked to 
briefly on a road in Lower Cali- 
fornia, 

Cook was rushed to the Ti- 
juana jail. FBI men said there 
was no doubt he was the man 
they had been seeking for two 
weeks in one of the greatest man- 
hunts since the days of John Dil- 
linger, desperado who terrorized 
victims in the Midwest.

Cook fled across the border 
after killing Seattle salesman 
Robert Dewey, 31, whose car he 
commandeered.

She was Mary Frances Housley, 
5-foot 3-inch brunette, who went 
to work for N.A.L. last August. 
The big four-engined DC-4 
skidded off a snow and _ slush- 
covered runway, crashed into a

Miss Housley, described by fel- 
low employes as “the most pleas- 
ant person you ever want to 
meet,” died with one of the vic- 
tims—a 4-month-old baby—in her 
arms. She led to safety at least 
10 of the 19 passengers who es- 
caped with minor injuries. The 
dead included four women and 
another baby. 

Made Many Rescue Trips, 

Survivors told how the black- 
eyed hostess from Jacksonville, 
Fla., opened the cabin door and 
cautioned them to “take it easy.”

Feb 15, After Which 
Permits Must Be Ob- 
tained for Structures.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP)— 


|The Government today barred 


construction of new stores, res- 
taurants, office and other com- 
mercial buildings until Feb. 15. 
Thereafter, each private new 
commercial structure, must be 


specifically authorized by the Na-' 


tional Production Authority. 

NPA issued the order to save 
materials for the mobilization 
program. 


Commercial building will be 
authorized, in general, only if it 
(1) furthefts the defense effort 
(2), is essential. to public health, 
welfare or safety, or (3) alleviates 
or prevents a hardship in a com- 
munity. 

The order applies to new con- 
struction “starts” and not to 
building already under way. 

During the initial one-month 
freeze, ‘A said it will grant per- 
mission “only in emergency cases.’ 

In the case of a multiple-use 
building—such as an apartment 
house with ‘stores or affices— 
NPA will require authorization 
for the portion intended for cgm- 
mercial use. 

The order does not restrict the 
building of wholesale food estab- 
lishments or wholesale supply 
facilities for fuel vil, gasoline, 
coal, or gas distributing systems 
and pipelines. 

The order, effective at mid- 
night last Saturday, was issued 
as an amendment to NPA’s gen- 
eral construction order, under 
which builders are absolutely pro- 
hibited frém erecting new night 
clubs, ‘theaters, amusement parks 
~ other amusemént places. 

A bdlanket: exemption is pro- 
vided for new construction and 
alterations which do not cost 
more than $5000 in a 12-month 
peri 
essary outlays for ordinary repair 
and maintenance. 

The order is backed up by pen- 
alties provided in the Defense 
Production Act of 1950—up to 
$10,000 fine or one year’s impris- 
onment, or both. It not only af- 
fects builders, but also forbids 
any person to sell or deliver ma- 
terial or supplies which he has 
reason to believe will be used in 
violation of the regulation.

Men graduated from medical, 
schools after today’s registration 
will be required to register with- 
in five days after receiving their 
degrees.

Importance of Job Cited. 

Noting that the expense and 
trouble of making a campaign 
had kept many of St. Louis’s bet- 
ter qualified citizens from seek- 
ing a place on the school board, 
Charles declared: 

“This is one of the most impor- 
tant elective bodies in the com- 
munity. On its good judgment 
and unselfish devotion to the 
public welfare depend the quality 
of our entire educational system 
and the future of 80,000 St. Louis

“We need men and women on 
the board who are fully qualified 
to represent the community and 
who have no other purpose than 
giving the best possible educa- 
tion to our children. 

“To get such representation is 
the long-range objective of our 
committee. Our first step toward 
that objective is the sponsorship 
of the three candidates whom we 
have persuaded to run for elec- 
tion in April.” 

Only One Incumbent Drafted. 

Observers considered it signifi- 
cant that Christel was the only 
one of six incumbents whose 
terms are expiring whom the 
committee saw fit to draft for the 
race. In addition to Christel, 
other board members whose 
terms are ending are:

BERLIN, Jan. 15 (INS). 


HE Germans of Soviet Germany are striking back at Commu- 

nist oppression in underground war. Personal, first-hand in- 

vestigation by this. correspondent discloses a fast-growing re- 
sistance army, marshalled under the eyes of the Russian and Com- 
munist secret police. It is an army challenging the Kremlin’s dream 
of a secure bastion along the Elbe. 


Some of its key members say 
plans are to create a partisan 
reserve force of a half-million 
' men and women, with schooling 
in the roles they would be called 


on to play in a future showdown.

Next day, hundreds of miles 
away, a shipment of milk cans ar- 
rives and partisans extract from 
them huge bundles of forbidden 
western newspapers or anti- 
Communist handbills for distribu- 
tion at the risk of death. 

Sabotage Cases Rising. 

An official report by the East 
German government has listed 
2900 cases of sabotage in the 
state of Thuringia alone, with 
total damage estimated at more 
than 60,000,000 east marks (about 
$3,000,000). Max Fechner, Com- 
munist minister of justice, report- 
ed a 57 per cent increase in sab- 
otage in the past six months 
throughout the Soviet zone. 

A special security service has 
been created in East Germany to 
cope with the sabotage. Headed 
by Wilhelm. Zaisser, Communist 
general of Spanish civil war days, 
it has been nicknamed the new 
“gestapo” by anti-Communists. 
This new security service is vir- 
tually identical with the Hitler 
organization in character, func- 
tion and, often, even in per- 
sonnel. : 

One resistance fighter held cap- 
tive by the secret police for two 
weeks told of the torture methods 
used in an effort to obtain infor- 
mation about the underground. 
He reported he was subjected to 
cold water baths and confined to 
tiny cubicles in which he could 
neither sit, stand or lie down. All 
this, of course, in addition to end- 
less ho of interrogation, mainly 
during the night, depriving him 
of nearly all sleep. 

New Resistance Groups Form. 


But the “Red Gestapo” and its 
Nazi-like methods have failed thus 
far to stamp out the new threat 
to Communist domination of East

The underground has pene- 
trated deep into the very police 
apparatus designed to stamp it 
out as well as other strange 
places. 

Desertions from the “people’s 
police” army have risen to a new 
high during the past half year. 

Red Weapons Disappearing. 

The Soviet zone rulers also 
have discovered, to their alarm, 
the disappearance from _ police 
arsenals of enough weapons to 
equip a formidable number of 
resistance bands. 


The Communist party itself is 
honeycombed with opposition ele- 
ments extending into the highest 
levels. Some of these are Com- 
munists alienated by the excesses 
of the Soviet sponsored regime. 
Others are staunch party mem- 
bers in principle who, neverthe- 
less seek an end to Russian domi- 
nation. 


The growing influence of these 
groups has resulted in a series of 
purges by the government. Last 
summer puppet President Wil- 
helm Pieck told the annual party 
convention that 250,000 members 
had been removed for “devia- 
tions.” 

The underground also has the 
assistance of two organizations 
with parallel purposes and func- 
tions. One is the Polish resis- 
tance movement which provides 
asylum for East German fighters 
forced to flee the police and oc- 
casionally provides direct support 
in the form of ners ar “tactical 


advisers” and 
Sabotage Creaiaiies. 

The other is an organization 
called NTS, the underground of 
anti-Communists permeating the 
Red occupation forces. NTS mem- 
bers carry on sabotage and prop- 
aganda warfare and frequently 
warn the Germans of impending 
Communist counter-action. 

- The two groups combined their 
activities, as they do on occasion, 
in the dynamiting of the Soviet 
officers’ club in Potsdam which 
reportedly killed a dozen officers. 

The constant influx of under- 
ground recruits and volunteers 
was explained this way by a re- 
sistance leader: 

“Every time the Communists 
strike at us with raids or mass 
arrests we get a new flood of 
volunteers. It’s like a giant press

the last war.” 


‘Dog-Eat-Dog Scramble.’ 


Declaring that-the unnecessary 
failure of a single small business 
“strikes at the very foundation of 
our national well-being,” the com- 
mittee added: “Perhaps nowhere 
is the vulnerability of ‘small com- 
panies more glaringly revealed 
than in the current dog-eat-dog 
scramble for many essential ma- 
terials of production. 

“Despite capacity production, 
steel—the very breath of life to 
thousands of small manufacturers 
and processors—has all but disap- 
peared from the free market, 
Aluminum, copper, zinc, nickel, 
tin, cobalt are becoming increas- 
ingly scarce. . 

The report said “gray market 

operators are out to make a kill- 
ing,” and added by way of ex- 
ample: “Large tonnages of sheet 
steel are currently being offered 
in New York at $350 a ton, a fig- 
ure which is about $225 a ton 
higher than a legitimate price. 
Obviously small business owners 
cannot stand the strain of such 
ruinous costs.” 
As for inflation, the committee 
called it “the virus X of small 
business balance sheets” and said 
it had already has taken its toll. 
The report cited price increases 
since the start of the Korean war 
of 133. per cent for natural rub- 
ber, 83 per cent for tin, 67 per 
cent for wool tops, 48 per cent 
for lead, 16 per cent for zinc and 
12 per cent for steel.

Truman Agrees. 
President Truman, whose ad- 
miration for his Secretary of 
State remains unimpaired, agreed. 
The channels are now said to be 
well established, with the Presi- 
dent and Acheson in close, candid 
contact with Dewey on crucial 

matters of foreign policy.

Certainly a really neutralized Ger- 
many would be the most effective of buffers 
between East and West. If Germany no longer 
‘were a major bone of contention, prospects for 
peace in Europe would be much brighter than 
they are. 

But it is difficult to see srt Germany really 
could be neutralized. West Europe cannot sub- 
sist without West Germany. A cornerstone of 
any agreement to neutralize Germany would 
have to be iron-bound, unlimited guarantees of 
unrestricted trade, so that West Germany could 

play its essential role in the economy of West 
Europe.

All of this is so large an order that it seems 
to us almost Utopian to hope for. Mr. Warburg, 
moreover, overlooks the problem of West Euro- 
pean manpower. Can the free world build up 
a sufficent military defense without German 
troops and German-made arms? As for his 
feeling that French and German rearmament 
cannot be: made to complement each other, this 
newspaper thinks they can, provided the Schu- 
man coal-Steel pool is put into effect, an inte- 
grated North Atlantic army is formed, and 
American military forces in West Europe are 
considerably strengthened. 

If an agreement on Germany became possible, 
the West might reconsider.

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Food Prices in Isolation 

. President Truman said in his economic mes- 
sage that “neither price action nor wage action 
can be taken in isolation.” This is certainly 
true, but the economic control law does not rec- 
ognize the fact with respect to basic food prices. 

The Defense Production Act states that no 
price ceiling can be established for farm com- 
modities lower than the parity price. Many 
meat prices are at parity or above and hence 
could {legally be frozen. But other essential 
food items are not at parity and are still rising, 
and the Government can do little about it. 

A recent Government study of 50 food items 
in seven key cities showed that retail food prices 


‘rose 4.3 per cent from mid-June to late Novem- 


ber. Commodity prices also are rising. All this 
is reflected in the latest BLS retail price index, 
which was 3.2 per cent higher than in the previ- 
ous month and 9.6 higher than a year ago. 

These facts are well known to labor leaders 
who attended the series of wage stabilization 
conferences in Washington. What they ask is 
this: How can the Government rightfully freeze 
wages while food prices and living costs are still 
rising? And how can the Government stop cur- 
rent food price increases under terms of the 
controls law? 

The answer is that wages and prices must be 
held back together, as Mr. Truman stated, and 
to do that the law must be changed. Special 
privileges for farm commodities should be re- 
moved. The President ought to have full author- 
ity to hold the line on food costs, as on other 
prices and on wages. 

When will Mr. Truman ask Congress for that 
power? : -

Good Man for the Place 


The more ardent Republican critics of the 
Administration’s foreign policy have been 
thwarted in their effort to fill the disputed seat 
on the Senate Foreign Relations Committee.

A carefully nurtured misconception—fostered 
among the American people by the Hoovers and

This notion is exploded by the statistics com- 
piled by Wallace R. Deuel, of the Post-Dispatch 
Washington staff. His figures do.show that the 
other pact signatories, like the United States, 
need to step up ‘their efforts to rearm. 

But they also show that the sizes-of the armed 
forces and expenditures for military purposes 
of our North Atlantic allies have almost kept 
pace with those of the United States. About 
1.5 per cent of the American population now is 
serving in our armed forces. The average cor- 
responding figure for the seven next largest 
signers of the North Atlantic pact is 1.1 per cent. 

It has been estimated that this country now 
is spending about 7 per cent of its national 


‘income for defense. This figure is roughly 


equivalent to the percentage expenditures by 
our major North Atlantic allies except the Low 
Countries and Denmark.

Crime, Labor and Politics 


CRIME ON THE LABOR FRONT, by Malcolm Johnson, 
(McGraw-Hill, 243 pgs., $3.50.) 


An unholy alliance between parts of 
organized labor, organized crime and venal 
politicians is penetratingly exposed by Mal- 
colm Johnson, whose 1948 newspaper arti- 
cles dealing with racketeering on the wa- 
terfront won for him a Pulitzer prize. 

In a soundly documented book he de- 
tails the scandalous conditions on the 


. docks, with ‘knowh criminals in the. guise 


of union leaders exacting tribute from 
members and employers alike, and he calls 
almost a national roll of gangsters who 
have infiltrated the ranks of labor unions 
in other fields. Nor is the crooked em- 
ployer who connives with crooked labor 
emissaries spared. 

Here is no blanket indictment of organ- 
ized labor as such. But it is an indictment 
of certain power-hungry union leaders 
who have mulcted and betrayed their mem- 

bership besides prey- 
ing upon the public 
in callous , disregard 
of the responsibili- 
ties which go with 
power. 

As the author, 
formerly a reporter 
for the old New York 
Sun, points out, he is

With- 
out pulling punches 
he assails those who 
have hampered the 
cause of labor.

No Collective Security? 


Senator Taft reminded me of 
all this because in his speech the 
other day he did what President 
Wilson might have done, what 
many of the earliest sponsors of 
the idea of the League urged him 


to do. Senator Taft recognized. 


the fact that collective security is 
an unworkable principle, and he 
recommended that we “develop 
our own military policy and our 
own policy of alliances without 
regard to the non-existent power 
of the United Nations to prevent 
aggression,”—and yet he con- 
tinues to support the United Na- 
tions as a diplomatic instrument. 

It has long seemed to me that 
this is essentially the right view, 
and that no universal society like 
the United Nations can survive if 
it is expected to execute the prin- 
ciple of collective security. The 
general and official view ever 
since President Wilson’s time has 
been, I am f aware, that un- 
less the United Nations is able to 
suppress aggression by collective 
action, it has no reason for exis- 
tence. 

But the truth, as I see it, was 
demonstrated by the League of 
Nations and is now, I believe, 
confirmed in Korea. It is that a 


peace and that you cannot 
peace if you rally only some 
trouble with collective se- 
curity is, if I may reprint some- 
thing 1 wrote back in 1946, that 
“when the issue is less than the 


' survival of the great nations, the 


method of collective security will 
not be used because it is just as 
terrifying to the policeman as it 
is to the law-breakers. It punishes 
the law-enforcing states, at least 
until they have paid the awful 
price of victory, as much as the 
law-breaking states. 

“Therefore it cannot be used 
as a method of o and con- 
tinuing enforcement, for example 
as a means of insuring the ‘in- 
spection of iaboratories and 
plants working with fissionable 
materials. There would be little 
surgery if the surgeon had to am- 
putate his own arm when he was 
called upon to amputate his pa- 
tient’s leg. There would be little 
enforcement of law in our cities 
if in order to arrest burglars, 
murderers and violators of the 
traffic ordinances the police had 
to. start a fight in which the 
courthouse, the jail, and _ their 
own homes were likely to be de- 
molished: 


Diplomatic Meeting Place. 


“Men will not burn down the 
barn in order to roast a pig; the | 
method of collective security is, 
I repeat, too crude, too expen- 
sive, and too unreliable for gen- 
eral and regular use. It proposes 
to achieve peace through law by 
calling upon great masses of in- 
nocent people to stand ready to 
exterminate great masses of inno- 
cent people. No world order can 
be founded upon such a principle; 
it cannot command the support of 
civilized men, least of all of dem- 
ocratic men who respect the 
individual and consider it the 
very essence of justice to distin- 


‘guish between the guilty and the 


innocent, the responsible and the 
irresponsible.” 
~ Survival of the United Nations 
depends, it seems to me, on a 
general recognition of the fact 
that, while it ‘s not a policeman 
and cannot be made into a police- 
man, not even if the Russians 
were expelled, it is still, and 
nonetheless, an invaluable, indeed 
an indispensable diplomatic meet- 
ing place. Were it dissolved, we 
should be asking where and how 
we could achieve general contact 
and diplomatic intercourse not 
merely with our Soviet adver- 
saries, but with the great number 
of states in Asia, the Middle East, 
Europe and Africa which are our 
allies or are friendly ‘neutrals. 
Let us then be very careful not 
to sacrifice all that which is most 
important though it is largely in- 
visible, on the altar of the prin- 
ciple of collective security—which 
in practice is not collective and 


does not bring security.

Everyone likes molasses 
cookies and cake and there are 
many other recipes such as pecan 
pie, steamed puddings and Indian 
pudding for which a fine-flavored 
molasses is essential. , 

Molasses Pecan Pie. 

Three eggs, beaten;  three- 
fourths cup unsulphured molasses, 
three-fourths cup white corn 
sirup, two tablespoons butter or 
margarine, melted; one-eighth 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon va- 
nilla, one cup chopped pecans, 
one tablespoon flour, eight-inch, 
unbaked pastry shell. 

Heat oven to moderate (375 F.). 
Combine first six ingredients 
Mix pecans with flour and add to 
egg-molasses mixture. Turn into 
an eight-inch piepan lined with 
unbaked pastry. Bake 40 minutes, 
or until filling is firm. Yield: 
six servings. 

Steamed Brown Bread. 
. One cup sifted flour, two tea- 
Spoons soda, one teaspoon salt, 
one cup quick rolled oats, two 


cups corn meal, one cup unsul- 


phured molasses, two cups sour 
milk, one cup raisins. 

Sift together first three ingredi- 
ents. Add quick rolled oats and 
corn meal (reserve one-fourth cup 
in which to coat raisins). Stir in 
molasses and sour milk. Mix 
raisins with one-fourth dry mix- 
ture and add to batter. Mix well. 
Turn into four greased No. 2 
cans, filling’ each three-fourths 
full. Cover with metal foil or 
two layers of brown paper tied 
in place with a strong cord. 
Steam two hours, counting from 
the. time water bégins to boil. 
Yield: foyr loaves. 


Fix It Yourself

T’S pretty hard to go through 

life- without chipping some of 

the white enamel from items 
such as kitchen ranges, refriger- 
Ators and washing machines. 
Well, the next time you chip— 
don’t just pretend you didn’t do 
it — take a minute or so to patch 
things up.. 

The material used for patching 
enamel finish is called patching 
enamel and it comes as a liquid or 
a paste. . 

First, the chipped area should 

be sanded down so that it’s 
smooth. The edges of the sur- 
rounding finish should be sanded 
so that they are tapered. This has 
to be done so that you get a 
smooth joint between the patch 
and the original finish. 
' Before the patching enamel {fs 
applied, the exposed metal should 
be wiped down with benzine to 
remove grease and dirt. 

The patching enamel is applied 
to the area and when the first coat 
is hard it should be sanded 
smooth before the second coat 
goes on. 

Keep adding coats until the 
surface has been built up level 
with the old; Give it one last 
final sanding to smooth it out 
and the job is finished. 

You can use patching enamel 
on just about everything in- 
cluding plumbing - fixtures, but 
there is no guarantee that it will 
hold for long if it is subject to 
standing water. .

HOUGH it is a partnership 
game, Canasta offers fewer 
opportunities for partnership 
co-operation than games such as 
bridge, in which there is bidding.

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As I grow older I get the feel- 
ing that we should put our house 
in order, so to speak, and not 
leave too many things at loose 
ends, for when will our own call 
come? Above everything else, I 
would like to leave as little as 
possible to burden my heirs. I 
have gone through so many pos- 
sessions in my life trying to dis- 
tribute them wisely and equitably 
that I hope to leave mine with as 
clear directions’ as possible and, 
insofar as it is possible to do so, 
I would like to share what I have 
while I am still here. Of course, 
one cannot divest oneself of all 
the things which one likes to live 
with. All one can do is to leave 
no doubts in the minds of one’s 
heirs what one would like to have 
done. The difficulty about get- 
ting these things accomplished is 
that you always think a' little 
more time lies before you. And 
yet when you open the morning 
paper and read that someone you 
talked to a short few days ago is 
gone, it makes you stop, look and 
listen, and spurs you on to what 
you should do.

“Headache is unusual among 
my children,” Mrs. Wolff re- 
lates, “so I gave her an aspirin 
and made her stay in bed the 
next day. But on Sunday she felt 
well enough to go to Sunday 
School and to a picnic given by 
the telephone company where 
her daddy works. Monday after- 
noon they’ brought her home 
from school again. Her throat was 
inflamed and she had a temper- 
ature. She wasn’t hungry but I 
talked her into sitting at the 
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Karen, who is shy and quiet but

NLIKE the Hudson children, 
U none of whom showed any re- 
action; even the six-month-old 
baby, two of the Wolff children 
became ill a week after Karen, 
but recovered.

“The tension was terrible,” one 
of them said. “My husband would 
scold me and I'd scold him and

Throughout all three stories, 
the work of the Foundation plays 
a dominant part. From the first 
letter, which is sent out by the 
local office to every polig case 
reported by city or county health 
department, through the stage of 
hospital bills, wheel chairs, braces, 
orthopedic equipment, even to 
transportation and chauffeuring 
from home to treatment centers, 
the Foundation smooths the diffi- 
cult road of adjustment. 

Thanks to its thorough program, 
most youngsters, like Joy, Rocky, 
and Karen are able to return to 
busy lives. Karen is not back at 
school yet but has a home teacher, 
sent by the Board of Education, 
and movies furnished by the Vol- 
unteer Film Association. The 
Wolffs and Schierhoffs have tele- 
vision sets; Joy sees the neigh- 
bors’ TV but her favorite program 
is Janet Dailey’s radio program 
for children which obtained cards 
and notes for her while she was 
shut in. 

_ Like most children hit by polio, 
Joy, Karen, and Rocky are cheer- 
ful, sunny, more concerned with 
the plight of those less fortunate 
children than with their own. 
Like other children, they are not 
always angelic. Rocky gave us 
a little insight into this subject. 

“There’s one thing I forgot to 
tell you about the hospital,”he 
said, raising his crutch to tommy- 
gun position and sighting ‘along 
it. “That was about the water 
bombs. You take a paper cup, 
see, and fill it with water and 
punch holes in the top. Then you 
throw it at people and when it 
lands—boy, what a splash.”

West was not enamoured of any 
lead from his holding, and de- 
cided that since the opposing 
clubs were evidently solid, no 
harm could be done by opening 
a trump, so he led his singleton. 
(As it happened, this should have 
turned out to be a good choice, in 
that it gave declarer a chance to 
go wrong.) South, having seen 
the outstanding trumps drop to- 
gether, led a spade to the queen. 
When East took the trick, de- 
clarer had only one chance for 
the contract—to discard a spade 
on dummy’s heart ace and try the 
diamond finesse. Fortunately for 
him, the king lay right, so the 
slam came home. 

Now let’s get back to the re- 
mark South made, about being 
glad that East had not given 
South a guess. East could have 
done just that—with a vengeance! 
All he had to do was to play low on 
the first spade lead, without hesi- 
tation!
